Hi all, 


I spent a little time this weekend finishing up the 38S. I am happy to 
report that even with installing the 5 watt mod and the TiCK mod, there 
was no smoke the the radio came to life on power up. When first powered 
up, I heard the dit dit of the TiCK chip, so I knew that I had a chance! 
I pushed the button on the TiCK keyer again to make sure I heard what I 
heard, and yes, I did hear the TiCK chip! 

I moved the tuning pot aroound and even heard some signals! I did take 
the time to hook up the tuner and make sure that the antenna was tuned 
for perfect match with another rig first. I listended around, found a 
good signal and peaked up TC1. The first thing that I noticed was that 
the receive signals were down pretty far. Thought it might be the 
headphones, so I swapped them for another set and same thing. I tried, 
the RS Comm headset, a pair of Sony ear buds, another pair of generics 
and the WGA headset ( the best I have ) and all had the same result. I 
can hear receiver hiss with the pot up all the way, but the signals 
sound kind of muffled or muted. 

On to tune up. Kicked the TiCK into tune mode on the dummy load, very 
touchy. 4.5 watts of clean output, if I get even just a bit off, I geta 
harsh note out. Hooked it up to the antenna and same deal, except that 
when TC2 is not adjusted right, I get all kinds of reflected power from 
the junk. Tweaked it a bit and get just about 4.5-5 watts out and 
sounded good. I did not sum the sidetones, just using the sidetone from 
the TiCK, figured I would not complicate things. I did notice that the 
TiCK chip sidetone is kinda raspy, but I can live with it. 

So heres the questions ( you knew that was coming!): 

1. Why is the TiCK side tone when in programming mode so much lower than 
the regular sidetone from the chip when transmitting? The programming 
tones have to bee less than half the volume. Yes I did play with the 
value of R 17? and it made not difference in the sidetone volume. (My 
first clue?). 

2. I wonder if the receiver is giving me all it should be. I can hear 
stuff and get white noise and hiss and yes the noise goes up when that 
antenna is attached, but it still seems kinda muted or deaf according to 


the other reports that I have heard. I did jump R 24 and the audio out 
did increase a little, but not by much. 

3. Thump thump. Yes mine does thump a LOT. I would like to kill some of 
this, bu the receiver is the first order of business. 


I wound most of the coils with what I thoought was #26 wire and L 1 with 
what appeared to be #24, all junk box wire as the kit I got was missing 
the wire. I am using a 5K linear taper pot for the AF gain and a 100K 
linear for the tuning. My tuning range is about 10.102 to 10.120. Not 
too bad for a start. 


Great kit and stupendous effort by Norcal. I was only missing a few 
minor parts and I had to get others for the other mods anyway. I am 
happy that the rig fired on the get go and look forward to some help 
getting the receiver peaked up.

Hi All, 

I'm slowly getting my 38S put together. I ran across one question 
that I'm unable to find the answer for. The first step I did, (I skipped 
the toroids for now) was install X2 and X3. Looking at the board (not the 
instructions) I decided I'd better hold the crystals a bit above the board 
so the case doesn't short against the plated thru holes. After soldering 
them in, I read the rest of the directions, that is, grounding the case of 
the crystal. When I looked at the board, there appears to be a couple of 
pads on the top of the board which are connected to the ground plane. 
Should I have put the crystal tight to the board and soldered the case to 
those pads or now should I just use the pads and short pieces of resistor 
lead to ground the cases? 

I also found a tin in the local drug store that I wanted to use for 
the case for the 38S. When I saw the tin said "Ferry and Morse Seed Co.", I 
knew it had to hold a QRP rig of some sort. I found the 38S board will just 
barely fit into the tin with perhaps 1/8" to spare at the top. I don't want 
to cut up the lid to get it to fit around the mounting screws. Any 
suggestions about how to mount a board diagonally in the box and have it 
sturdy. Or should I just find another box for the 38S?

Mechanical: 


For my 38S, I used the RS "Instrument/Modem" project case. Don't know the 

RS p/n but most RS stores have them. It leaves about .75 inches at each side 
of the pcb, & about an inch at front and back. It's tight but I got a 2.75 
inch speaker and an LM386 audio amp pcb in there too. 

Be careful to use something to insulate the various hardware pieces in there! 


It's plastic; front and back panels that sit in vertical rails between 
the top and bottom pieces. I didn't spend enough time optimizing 

the control placements, so I have a less-than-optimal panel layout. 
BUT! I'm gonna make new panels out of blank pcb or some other material, 
since new ones can just slide right into place in the rails. 


Electrical: 


Worked right away (had bad 22.1184 crystal, now replaced). 

I accidentally put 4 turns on one side of the transformer and it worked 
ok anyway. I later rewound it correctly. 

Tuning range is 10.093 to 10.118 (no RIT) 

Tick keyer works great but thumps/clicks like crazy. Must fix that! 

No Power mod yet. Want to see what I can do with 250 mw. 

Them that hear me, thanks for listening carefully!

In an earlier post, I suggested perhaps we should do away with CW testing 
and replace it simple proof of CW contacts. Some of the argument and 
reaction was: 


>>wWhich is harder - to fake one exam with three VE's, or to fake 20 or 30 
>>CW contacts with different operators (which by the way you could 
confirm 

>>or deny after the fact in their logs)? 


>Except the FCC no longer requires logs, except for third party 
>traffic. The logging requirement went out some time ago. I still 
>keep a log, personally, though -- it seems to be the smart thing to 
>do. 


I don't know of any hams that QSL without having it in a log. I don't. 


Perhaps that could be a requirement for sending a QSL - that you have it 
in your log. It could be endanger your license if you QSL without 
having made the contact. 


Again, if I wanted to be fraudulent, would it be harder to convince 3 
VEs, 

all in one place, or 20 or 30 strangers spread all over the world to 
fake it and keep a secret? 


>The only drawback I see to your idea, and I hope it's one that can 
>be solved, is the speed aspect -- or are you indicating speed isn't 
>important anymore? Just good operating? I'm inclined to agree ... 


What's more important here - testing for a certain speed or ACTUALLY 
USING CW on the air in a productive way? The fact that you got a QSL 
says you operated well enough to communicate and that's important. 


>Yes I agree.... We should go back to the way it was 20 plus years ago. 
>A new Ham should be a Novice and go back to CW only, one year! This 
>way when the ham wants to upgrade he/she will be ready, will continue to 
>work CW and may even pick up a mic? Also no renewed Novice, upgrade or 
>lose the ticket. This crap when they changed it Tech-no code, these are 
>the people that want 

>something for nothing, it they want HF freq.(with no or little code) 
>they can go to 27 Mhz. and use all the HF they want. The computer 
>training.. another good one. I hear on our local 2 meter repeators, 
>"Extras" that dont know what an "IF" is and the person he was talking to 
>was an Advanced wondering why 

>his signal was so bad into the repeator(he was runing over 100 watts). 
>I think what we have are people that have just memorized answers to both 
>the written and Cw test, they can take the test every week now. We had 
>to wait one month. 


I'm not particularly in favor of turning back the clock to 20 years ago, 
or making todays hams do it "just like I had to". 


I think the fundamental question is: Is there more to ham radio than 
passing some theory tests (all too often rote memorized), and CW tests? 


Part 97.1, in part says the purpose of Ham Radio is: 


"(c) Encouragement and improvement of the amateur radio service through 
rules which provide for advancing skills in both the communication and 
technical phases of the art. 

(d) Expansion of the existing reservoir within the amateur radio service 
of trained operators, technicians, and electronics experts." 


Certainly involvement in QRP - especially kit and antenna building and 


all 

of the other information exchanges that go on here help in these two 
aspects 

of the purpose of Ham Radio. 


Is there a way to fold all of this into the licensing upgrade process and 
test more that "theory" and "CW"? 


Perhaps we could build a point system where a Ham needed a certain number 
of points in a certain number of areas to advance in licensing. A 
"Master" 

level license would have acquired a large number of points in a large 
number 

of diverse areas. 


In addition to points for passing theory tests and acquiring CW contacts, 


points in a number of other areas - building a QRP radio kit, building a 
homebrew antenna, being the net operator on a net, writing technical 
articles for a club paper or making a technical presentation at a club 
meeting, providing hours of ARES work, making QRP contacts, making 
digital 

contacts, and on and on and on. 


The possible point list could be quite exhaustive and would certainly 
involve locals clubs. So what if an operator fakes one or two. Require 
enough points so it isn't a big deal. The key here is INVOLVEMENT in 
Ham Radio, not just tests.

I saw ur post on QRP-L regarding the Hamstick on 40 M. I've 
been experimenting with a 40 M Hamstick too. I have had a 
few QSOs, but not what I'd term wild success. 


Ur 19 radials, were they 33 ft long, or what? What angle did 
they form with the vertical element, 90 degrees, or....? Did u 
use a Capacitor between the coax center conductor and the 
radials (per the instruction sheet) ? If u did, what was its 
value and type? What size whip did u need to resonate? 


I've been using a Hamstick mounted on a steel plate with a 
Rat Shaft threaded adaptor and a single 33' counterpoise. I 


have a 560 pf silver mica (1000V) between the feedpoint and 

the counterpoise. My swr is over 3:1. I haven't done any 
trimming yet, because I'm thinking of going mobile instead of 
portable. (then I'll need to figure out how to get a match with 
a 1980 Volvo counterpoise. )

SLV vertical types & try it out... I looked all 

over Austin, and can't find one of the SD-20s... 
guess you don't need a pole like that to catch 
catfish & perch!! However, at the local wally-world, 
I did happen onto a 13' pole called a Black Widow. 

At $11.95, I figured I'd play with it a while. 


Since the vertical dimension wasn't the same as the 
SLV, I also figured that maybe I'd make a ‘real’ 
loading coil at the bottom & feed with rg-58 & 

a tuner. 


One main point that I forgot is that it needs to 

work for 80 meters! The XYL (KA5KOA) has one of 

the 'real' tech+ licenses... she went through the 

FCC office & code intimidation quite a while ago! 
Anyhow, she expressed interest in trying her hand 

at code & keeping a schedule while we were gone. 

Oh, Boy, I couldn't pass that one up! But, at 

night, when I could do the sched, I think the only 
reasonable band will be 80 meters for the path length. 


Back to the coil winding party... I got about 40uH 
wound on a toroid, & then it seemed to tune up pretty 
good with the old homebrew or MFJ 940B. Could hear 


good signals, but nobody heard me.. even with the 

Wis QSO Party going on, nobody returned my call. Oh, 
well, let's short out the coil, and load up on 40. 

Oh, BTW, I did add another 4' chunk of 3/4" PVC pipe 
to get the height at 17 feet. Well, it loaded up on 
40 pretty good too, but again, nobody would answer me. 
Called a lot of pretty loud cq'ers, but to no avail. 


-enter idea- 


Had done some playing with helically wound things back 
in the old AF back in '77, hmmm, maybe I should try it 
here. I wound #24 gauge wire around the old black widow, 
and it equaled to about 45 feet worth of straight length. 
I hooked up the 3 radials (60' each), and the MFJ SWR 
analyzer, and it was resonant about 8.4 mHz. As I speak, 
I am winding #28 gauge wire around the pole, and will 
check it's resonance point a bit later. However, even 

if it is good, and seems to work, it's really not 
feasible to sit for 30 minutes wrapping a rod! 


Anybody have any suggestions?

All, 


well on my few days off, decided to get started on my N38S. It 
took QUITE a while to go through the well over 100 pages of mods. 
I was very overwhelmed. The PC board is beautiful (looks like the 
ones used by LDG). I would certainly think that once the rig is 
built and running, it would stay running for quite a while, if 
built correctly. 


The problem I have, and I say "I" is that I find that this type of 
plated through board builds very well, but doesn't like to be 
soldered and unsoldered, not the type I would like to experiment 
with. This leaves me with a strong desire to build it pretty much 
the way I want the first time. This meant lots of digging through 
the mods. 


As best as I can tell, I made Dougs mandatory revisions, then I 
went through and made the changes for the 5 watt mod. I think I 
will build the rig pretty much using the very good instructions 
that came with the kit. I made the corrections right in the manual 
for the 5 watt mod. 


When I got to the Tick mod, only found one set of corrections to 
deal with the side tone. It made reference to a first attempt at 
correcting the problem, never found a second attempt. Does this 
mean just use that solution? 


I saw most people chose not to do the RIT mod. I have the parts, 
but seems there is some reasons not to do it. 


I have the sockets, all resistors, transistors in and some caps 
(changed out the two with silver mica 330pf as suggested). I would 
greatly appreciate suggestions before I proceed from those of you 
who have this rig built successfully.

Had a very successful weekend with the 38S. On Friday, 

I asked Mike Gipe (K1MG) about some trouble I was having 

with tuning into my tuner. I was getting 5w out, but the 

SWR was very high and TC2 didn't have much effect in bringing 
it down. 


In my email to Mike, I mentioned that I'd left out the 
ferrite bead from the 10 ohm resistor used for the IRF510's 
gate bias. I had read a post earlier saying that this should 
be left off. Mike said I should put it on, as the FET can 
produce lots of VHF spurs. 


I went home Friday, pulled up the resistor lead, popped on 
the ferrite bead, and soldered the lead back. Tuning was now 
100% better. SWR down to 1:1 on tuner meter. 


Weekend results? Take a look --> Worked CA, OR, IN, FL, WI, 
KY, AL, CO, GA, IL. All reports were "great sounding signal" 
and RST ranged from 599 to 559. I'll take that any day. 


PLEASE! Don't forget to include that ferrite bead when doing 
your 5w mod. Your mileage may vary, but that bead meant the 
difference between making © contacts in three day's effort vs. 
10 good, solid QSO's in 2 day's casual effort. It was like 
flicking on a switch.

Kris - I agree with you that quads are a thing of beauty. They are a unique 
blend of rigid members held together with taut fibers; compression nicely 
balancing tension, ying and yang. 


One person who replied to me after my post stated that they are ugly. I 
told him there is no such thing as an ugly antenna. 


I use a single loop for most of my work. It is 30M in circumference, fed 
with 5 M of balanced feeder. This makes a nice multiband antenna. I keep 


meaning to put up another loop parallel to it for a fixed quad, but have 
not gotten around to it on my to do list. 


The quad in its full size version is a relatively low loss antenna when 
compared to trapped tribanders and so is a nice match to QRP. 


Like I said, the trouble is keeping them up in climates with wind, ice or 
wet snow.

In addition, with my AT11, I can tune from 80-10, not too bad for

1. STILL GOING: The ZL Special that I put up last weekend continues to 
perform: 


2. OUR WACKY HOBBY. On Wednesday I had an early doctor's appointment. 
Finally got home, ate lunch and took a nap. Woke up feeling really 
groggy and discombobulated (<-- real word!). Put some coffee on to heat 
up and sat down at the Cascade. Twenty seconds later I'm talking to 
"Fabio" in Italy: The rapid "translations" in space in ham radio, and 
the rapid transitions from isolation to company, are part of the hobby 


it's hard to convey to others. 


3. HEARD MY FIRST JAPANESE. Didn't think I'd be able to, as the ZL is 
pointed at about 55 degrees, towards Europe. Signal was faint but 
copy-able (remember this is 20m ssb). It had a strange "warble" and 
overall sounded "watery." Some over-the-pole effect? Also heard St. 
Helena in the South Atlantic (right next to a popular DX group who never 
knew he was there...) (both signals were outside my General-class 
priviledges (upgrade is in progress)). 


4. ELNEC fun. If you go to http://www.funet.f£i/pub/ham/antenna/ and 
download elnecdem.exe you can create your own antennas. This software 
comes with a pre-designed ZL (FDSP.EN). Our local ZL expert L.B. Cebik 
(W4RNL) in his article in the Winter Communications Quarterly says (hope I 
get this right) that the ZL is pretty tolerant of changes and will keep 
some front-to-back ratio and some gain (comparable to a two-element 

yagi) (if I misunderstood I'm sorry). I£ you play with the spacings on the 
model you can see this. Also that after about 40 feet, extra height 
doesn't do much. Also Cebik says that there's little one can do to 
improve a ZL. I tried adding a parasitic director to the ZL in the model, 
which basically blew up the azimuth plot. A ZL is not some sort of 
yagi...still, there must be something to fiddle with... 


5. MOXON DISAPPROVES. Visited the (only) ham radio store in New England 
this weekend. Looked at a book by Moxon, who's a Famous Antenna Guru. 
Looked ZL up in the index and found it (literally) was at the top of a 
list of antennas to avoid! He said getting the phasing right was just 
too problematic. But he also said some people report amazing results 
with it, so something is going on. But he also said you could get 
better results with other antennas. Of course a ZL is quick and easy to 
make, cheap, and compact, too.

1. Why is the TiCK side tone when in programming mode so much lower than 
the regular sidetone from the chip when transmitting? The programming 
tones have to bee less than half the volume. Yes I did play with the 
value of R 17? and it made not difference in the sidetone volume. (My 
first clue?).

The reason is because the original circuit paralleled the sidetone circuit 
with the receive mixer during receive, loading the sidetone circuit. This 
was not a problem without the Tick chip because sidetone was only needed in 
transmit mode. With the Tick chip, sidetone is used in receive mode for 
keyer programming info. The solution is a mod suggested by Brad of Tick 
chip fame. I don't have the exact text of his solution here, but the idea 


is: 


KAKA KAR AE 
Do the normal Tick mod per original instructions. Then make an additional 
change. This involves one additional trace cut and adding a 4.7k resistor. 


The normal Tick mod connects the tick sidetone to the left side of R17 (see 
schematic) and cuts U4 pin 3 out of the circuit. The additional change 
disconnects C32 from R19 at the point marked "A" on the schematic. Then it 
connects C32 through a NEW 4.7K resistor to U5 pin 6. The old way had the 
sidetone just paralleled with the receiver audio. The new way sums the 
sidetone into the op-amp virtual ground input. 


I don't have a board with me here, so I can't tell you exactly where to 
cut, but it is fairly easy to figure out when you know what you want to do. 
You need to break the connection between C32 and R19 without breaking the 
connection between R19 and C15. That is one cut. 


Next, add a resistor from the end of C32 that you just disconnected to U5 
pin 6. I just added this fly-wire style on the top of the board. By 
tracing the connections to U5, you can probably find a convenient point to 
connect to closer than U5 itself. 


I hope I haven't confused everyone. 


Just remember that you want to connect C32 to U5 through its own 4.7k 
resistor, not the one that is already there, and then figure out how to do 
that.

Hard to tell. The rig is no ear-blaster, but an S9 signal should cause you 
to want to turn down the RF gain from max. Do you get two peaks when you 
adjust TC1? If not, you may not be able to tune to 10 MHz and may need to 
adjust the transformer toroid.

Yep. I think it will not be easy to get rid of. If you used sockets, you 
may be able to try different 4066 ICs and use the quietest one.

Marty - I'm certainly not a guru (had lotsa problems getting my 38S on 
the air!) but I can tell you about my rig. It is in a metal case I got 
from a local electronics place. My board is NOT insulated from the case. 
In fact, I used threaded aluminum stand-offs to attach the board to the 
bottom of the case. The top part of the stand-offs meets the board at a 
ground bus location on all four corners. To ensure connectivity, I 
sanded the paint off the inside bottom of the case where the stand-offs 
are attached.

Marty Watt asks why putting his 38S into a case caused instability. 


The answer is mostly "ground loops". Marty found that if he attached 
the board to the case with a metal standoff (close to C29, which 
is also grounded) his rig put out an unstable signal. 


So the question arises "if its already connected to ground, 


why should connnecting it to ANOTHER ground cause problems?" 


And the answer is: At R.F. frequencies "ground" is not always what 
you think. We always think of ground as zero volts, zero signal, and 
zero impedance. In practice, this is very difficult to achieve.... 
printed circuit traces exhibit inductance, and resistance too - even 
the traces that are supposed to be ground traces. So the result is 
that ground in one part of your rig isn't the same as ground in 


another part of your rig. 

Now this usually isn't a problem when you're dealing with a 
receiver, where circuit currents are low, and circuit impedances are 
high. Those small ground impedances are quite small in comparison. 
But in a transmitter, R.F. currents can be large, and circuit 
impedances are low, so that those same ground impedances now become 
much more important. 

So what can you do about it? 

Its difficult to do much if there are significant ground impedances 

on the printed circuit board. But its very easy to add extra paths 

for R.F. current to flow when you start adding controls, switches 

and connectors (many of which require that at least one lead go to 
ground). Some of these extra paths can divert R.F. current to 
low-level parts of the transmitter, causing feedback - and instability. 
There are too many possibilites to consider, but some general 
principles might help (I'll probably miss a few): 


(1) Isolate the high level amplifier ground - only allow ground 
currents to flow through one path - the path that the designer 
intended (thru the printed-circuit-board ground traces). 

As Marty has found, this means isolating the board from the 
case with insulated standoffs...play it safe and isolate all four 
corners...maybe only necessary to isolate that one corner where the 
output amp sits. 

Another potential bad ground loop can be eliminated by 
using an isolated BNC connector for the antenna. A short run of 
coax cable grounds the connector to the board. 

(2) Single point grounding - the case SHOULD be grounded, but ONLY 
AT ONE POINT. Often, you don't have a choice here: the 12v power 
connector shell might be non-isolated - that's your single-point- 
ground. You'd be wise to isolate everything else. 


(3) Consider a plastic case - since it may be difficult (or 
impossible) to isolate everything from ground if you're mounting 
to a metal case, a plastic case might be the answer. If your rig 
worked fine while sitting naked and scrambled on the bench, but 
is unstable in a metal case, chances are that a plastic case will 
allow stable operation. However, plastic cases can have problems 
too: ungrounded metal shells of pots should be grounded, lest 
they act as a small antenna, and relay R.F. to the pots' innards. 


(4) bring in power thru an isolated jack. A nasty ground loop can 


possibly form if the power-jack negative lead is connected to the 
(metal) case. Try to use a fully insulated connector here.

Actually I only had six radials, two each 1/4-wave for 
20/30/40m. Yes, these were cannibalized from some of my 
old dipoles - the horror.... :-) The Hamstick was mounted 
to a corner of my patio cover, with the radials in a semi- 
circle centered north, sloping slighty from 8 feet (mount 
point) down to about 6 feet at the ends. 


No matching network at the antenna. Just used my Autek and 
screwdriver to adjust the SWR as low as possible on the 
desired freqs, then used a tuner. The 40m Hamstick would 
xnot*x resonate on the bottom of 40m with the standard whip, 
so I ordered an extended whip and that solved the problem. 
Typical SWR was just above 2.0:1, but it was good enough. 


By all means, get an antenna analyzer on those beasts and 
tune them to resonance (as best you can). You're RF is 
already fighting a loading coil, may as well give it all 
the help you can. 

Heck, in less than a year I worked all 40 states QRP with 
this setup (using 20/30/40m Hamsticks). YMMV (your mileage 
may vary), but it was cheap, low profile, and it worked! 
(Uh oh, I'm starting to sound like Sterba... :-) ).

For years I considered myself to be a QRPer; that is, one 

who operates on the amateur bands, using no more than 5 watts 
CW, or 10 watts SSB. However; it now appears that what 
constitutes one being considered a QRPer has - in my opinion - 


changed. And Although I still operate within the long 
established power limitations; and still believe in and adhere 
to the motto that "power is no substitute for skill", It has 
become clear to me that my beliefs and operating practices are 
no longer sufficient to support my previous claim of being a 
QRPer. 


Based upon the Contemporary Philosophy of QRP; I am convinced 
that where once the motto "power is no substitute for skill" 
was appropriate to describe the philosophy of QRP, it is today 
inadequate. Based on the trends of the contemporary QRPer, I 
think the motto "doing more with less" is probably more 
appropriate. After all, the contemporary QRPer is one who is 
not only concerned with developing and maintaining superb 
operating skills, and limiting his output power; he is also 
concerned with ensuring that his equipment is of the smallest 
possible size, lightest weight, lowest power consumption, and 
lowest cost. A causal inspection of my equipment, would reveal 
that it does not meet any of the above design requirements. My 
equipment is not lightweight, it is not - by the standards of 
todays QRP rigs - small, it is not power efficient, and it was 
not inexpensively priced. I also believe that to truly be a 
QRPer, one must also be a Kit Builder, and/or Homebrewer. 

( Perhaps this was always the case, and somehow I simply missed 
these requirements in the past! ) Therefore, I am of the opinion 
that a contemporary QRPer would have a station that is primarily 
comprised of kit or homebrew equipment. And Again, a casual 
inspection of my station would indicate that it is comprised of 
primarily commercial equipment. 


So where does all of this discussion leave me, and those 
like me? Well, I believe that a distinction should be made 
between those who adhere to the old standard of "power is 
no substitute for skill", and those who adhere to what 
appears to be the newer standard of "doing more with less." 
For those like myself, who adhere to the old standard, it is 
my opinion that we should no longer consider ourselves to 
be QRPers. Instead, I think it would be more appropriate if 
we considered ourselves to be Low Power operators. This is 
not to say that we Low Power operators are inferior or 
superior to QRPers. On the contrary; Low Power Operators 
and QRPers share a great deal of common experience, and 
operating philosophy, so both groups benefit when they 

seek to appreciate the similarities and differences of the 
other. 


As a Low Power Operator, I recognize and appreciate those 
things that make QRPers an elite group within the Amateur 


Radio Community, and I believe that what I have previously 
stated in this post supports my statement. However, I also 
feel that it is fair to commend some of the qualities and 
practices of the Low Power Operator. For example; the Low 
Power Operator adheres to the same power limitations that the 
QRPer adheres to, so the Low Power Operator is subject 

to the same natural and man made operating obstacles. One 
might even make the claim that it takes a tad more 

discipline to operate at these power levels as a Low Power 
Operator; in that the Low Power Operator often times uses 
commercially manufactured equipment, which may be easily and 
quickly increased above the 5/10 watt power level. Furthermore, 
Since the Low Power Operator usually uses commercially 

made equipment; which often times incorporates modern, if 

not state of the art technology, the Low Power Operator is 
likely to demonstrate that Low/QRP power levels can be used 
to communicate via more advanced transmission modes; like 
Pactor, or through one of the LEO SATS like RS12/13, or APRS 
on 30 meters, or even 10 meter FM. 


In conclusion, I would like to say that it was not my intention 
to create factions or fights here on the list. We Low Power and 
QRP types have much in common, and I think we can benefit from 
and appreciate each other more by recognizing and understanding 
our differences.

Well, I have a portable rig that meets the definition of 'modern QRPing' 
which I take into the field from time to time. I also have a commercial 
rig which I operate at QRP power levels with better antennas from home. 
And I sometimes turn my home station up to 100 watts (but not during fox 
hunts!) I don't feel schizophrenic (at least, not as a result of ham 
radio). 


I do think that the concept of QRP as 'make contacts with low power, 
poor antennas, lousy selectivity, no RIT (etc.)' is not conducive to 
long-term enjoyment of the hobby, though! My philosophy is: use low 
power, but make the receiver and antennas the best that you can build or 
afford.

At 10:11 AM 3/10/97 -0800, you wrote: 

>For years I considered myself to be a QRPer; that is, one 

>who operates on the amateur bands, using no more than 5 watts 
>CW, or 10 watts SSB. However; it now appears that what 
>constitutes one being considered a QRPer has - in my opinion - 


>changed. And Although I still operate within the long 
>established power limitations; and still believe in and adhere 
>to the motto that "power is no substitute for skill", It has 
>become clear to me that my beliefs and operating practices are 
>no longer sufficient to support my previous claim of being a 
>QRPer. 


I would like to think that I'm a "QRPer" albeit a *xNEW* one, but 
then again I'm a xLOT* of things, not the least of which an individual. 


>Based upon the Contemporary Philosophy of QRP; I am convinced 
>that where once the motto "power is no substitute for skill" 
>was appropriate to describe the philosophy of QRP, it is today 
>inadequate. Based on the trends of the contemporary QRPer, I 
>think the motto "doing more with less" is probably more 
>appropriate. After all, the contemporary QRPer is one who is 
>not only concerned with developing and maintaining superb 
>operating skills, and limiting his output power; he is also 
>concerned with ensuring that his equipment is of the smallest 
>possible size, lightest weight, lowest power consumption, and 
>lowest cost. A causal inspection of my equipment, would reveal 
>that it does not meet any of the above design requirements. My 
>equipment is not lightweight, it is not - by the standards of 
>todays QRP rigs - small, it is not power efficient, and it was 
>not inexpensively priced. I also believe that to truly be a 
>QRPer, one must also be a Kit Builder, and/or Homebrewer. 

>( Perhaps this was always the case, and somehow I simply missed 
>these requirements in the past! ) Therefore, I am of the opinion 
>that a contemporary QRPer would have a station that is primarily 
>comprised of kit or homebrew equipment. And Again, a casual 
>inspection of my station would indicate that it is comprised of 
>primarily commercial equipment. 


Yes, and I've been confused by those who buy a new, commercial rig 
(perhaps called by the manufacturer QRP) which has high current demands 
if not relatively large size and weight? 


Does building a kit count? Scratch only? Who exactly is keeping score? 


>So where does all of this discussion leave me, and those 
>like me? Well, I believe that a distinction should be made 
>between those who adhere to the old standard of "power is 
>no substitute for skill", and those who adhere to what 
>appears to be the newer standard of "doing more with less." 
>For those like myself, who adhere to the old standard, it is 
>my opinion that we should no longer consider ourselves to 
>be QRPers. Instead, I think it would be more appropriate if 
>we considered ourselves to be Low Power operators. This is 


>not to say that we Low Power operators are inferior or 
>superior to QRPers. On the contrary; Low Power Operators 
>and QRPers share a great deal of common experience, and 
>operating philosophy, so both groups benefit when they 
>seek to appreciate the similarities and differences of the 
>other. 


These distinctions are somewhat artificial to me and here's why: 


1) every ham is an individual and hopefully brings his own approach 
(individuality and personal creativity) 


2) amateur radio is a xLARGE*x and xDIVERSEx hobby, there is room for 
everyone to participate in their own way 


3) to me, "QRP" seems like another specialty within the hobby (and fun!) 
4) labels based on stereotypes (in general) are wrong 


>As a Low Power Operator, I recognize and appreciate those 
>things that make QRPers an elite group within the Amateur 
>Radio Community, and I believe that what I have previously 
>stated in this post supports my statement. However, I also 
>feel that it is fair to commend some of the qualities and 
>practices of the Low Power Operator. For example; the Low 
>Power Operator adheres to the same power limitations that the 
>QRPer adheres to, so the Low Power Operator is subject 

>to the same natural and man made operating obstacles. One 
>might even make the claim that it takes a tad more 
>discipline to operate at these power levels as a Low Power 
>Operator; in that the Low Power Operator often times uses 
>commercially manufactured equipment, which may be easily and 
>quickly increased above the 5/10 watt power level. Furthermore, 
>since the Low Power Operator usually uses commercially 

>made equipment; which often times incorporates modern, if 
>not state of the art technology, the Low Power Operator is 
>likely to demonstrate that Low/QRP power levels can be used 
>to communicate via more advanced transmission modes; like 
>Pactor, or through one of the LEO SATS like RS12/13, ox APRS 
>on 30 meters, or even 10 meter FM. 


This all seems a bit dichotomous to me... Every individual is 
comprised of a collection of interests and traits. For example, 
one can be a fly-tier and QRPer with no conflict. One is not 
QRPing when fishing (maybe), but there is no conflict. 


Similarly, one can be a VHF EMEer (etc) and QRPer albeit not at 
the same time. It *IS* possible to have more than one interest 


in life (or amateur radio). 


Some people operate microwave frequencies only, others visit on 
occasions, but enjoy 160m as well. Same is likely true for QRPers! 
Some operate homebrew "QRP" rigs at times and the latest DSP marvels 
at others. At those times when running QRP on the homebrew rig, the 
"QRP Hat" is on. Other times one may have the "Digital Hat" or 
"Satellite Hat" or "Contest Hat" or "DX Hat." Combinations are 
xinterestingx too, i.e. sometimes one can wear more than one hat at a 
time (and possibly synthesize *xnewx ideas). 


A *PERSON*x is no more a "Low Power Operator" than "Toilet Flusher." 
Nearly everyone must flush at one time or another, but that does not 
limit them to that one pursuit and I at least would hate to be "labelled" 
by one activity. Everyone is different! 


All I know is that when I solder together a $25 kit and then get on the 
air with it and talk to someone far away, it seems like QRP to me and could 
care less about someone else's pre-conceived notions or stereotypes. 


>In conclusion, I would like to say that it was not my intention

>QRP types have much in common, and I think we can benefit from 
>and appreciate each other more by recognizing and understanding 
>our differences. 


Personally, I am at times amazed at how little "cross-fertalization" 
exists WITHIN amateur radio. Each group (at times) seems to be a 
closed society or clique. I beleive there is *xSOMETHING* that can be 
learned from *EVERYONEx. 


Others have pointed out in past that "VHF Guys" make good "HF Operators" 
since they are accustomed to pulling weak ones out and are attentive to 
propagation enhancement. Similarly, others have said that "HF Guys" make 
good "VHF Operators" as they are accustomed to working stations at high 
rate. What can *EVERYONEx learn from the QRP discipline? 


As a QRP newbie, I was myself wondering today while operating the 38s 

what "Operating Techniques" make the QRP operator stand out? I was working 
W6XF and having a nice QSO explaining my new 4w HB $25 rig. He was so 
impressed with my signal that he turned his Onmi down to 4w, too! Was he 

a QRPer/Low Power Operator AT THAT TIME? I think so! Preaching dogma may 
"turn off" this sort of natural curiosity, though. 


I have just been operating my 38s as though it were a QRO rig (which is 
itself a technique), but would be curious what the more experienced 
practitioners of the art can offer a neophyte in the way of "technique"? 

I have found many resources on WWW relating to QRP rigs, kits, accessories, 


etc, but where can one xlearn* about "operating techniques"? 
(Or am I just a doomed "Toilet Flusher"?)

Jeff - my suggestion is to build the rig without the RIT mod. Get it on 
the air and make some QSOs with it. Get familiar with how it works for 
you. That (*&&4% RIT mod caused me a LOT of grief, and many cuss words; 
hope my cockatiel didn't memorize any of them!!! 


RIT is nice, but for me it was not worth the effort. I guess I'm not a 
perfectionist - I wanted to get the rig on the air and make contacts, 
not spend my life ditzing around with a hosed circuit. In my case, the 
RIT mod caused my transmitted frequency to be anywhere from 500 Hz up 
to 2.8KHz away from the received frequency, depending on where in the 
band the rig was tuned to. Mike / K1MG thinks perhaps it was because of 
the long wire run I had to make from the RIT part of the board to the 
RIT controls on the front panel. No easy way to resolve it, so I just 
bagged the RIT mod and put the rig on the air. I have the TiCK and 

the 5W (actually I get about 3.5W) mods installed, and it is fun to 
use. The only thing I want to fiddle with now is a better tuning 
control. I, like many others, have a POT that the first 25% of does 
not tune anything - just mechanics for an on/off switch. My 

problem is that its more fun to operate the rig than rip it apart and 
mess with something that is already working!! :-)

One of the problems you have with your signal report comparisons Jack, 
is that each set up sounds significantly different. 


I would guess that the DXer has optimised his signals for low angle 
radiation, that the Experienced QRP operator has concentrated his 
efforts on getting his antennas to work very well on a narrow range of 
frequencies, and that you may, in comparison, have the widest 
frequency and highest angle of radiation. Although you say that you 
have a director, so maybe the main lobe of your antenna was just right 
to receive the signals. In fact, it maybe that you have proved that 
your antenna system is ideally suited to the HAARP frequencies and 
angles of transmission, not the Amateur Bands HI.... 


To properly carry out the sort of signal strength tests that you were 
attempting to describe then you would need as near identical antennas, 
at the same height above ground, at each location and they would need 
to be orientated in the same direction. Even then ground conductivity 


and local obstructions might make a difference to the relative 
strengths of the signal. 


If I were you, I wouldn't trust the S-Meters of most commercial gear. 
In my experience even two models from the same manufacturer can have 
different calibrations, let alone between two different manufacturers. 
Even if they are the same often the calibration isn't constant across 


the scale, and at one end might be 6dB per S point, but not at the 
other! 


These are just thoughts, but hope that they help you in trying to 
figure out what was going on. Just proves that sometimes being in 
right place, with the right gear at the right time will bring in 


the 


signals ahead of the best of the rest. What was that tag line I saw 


on someone else's postings taken from Henry Ford? "Think you can. 
Think you can't. Either way you are right".
